Origin of dhe Eastern End of Lake Eric. 


Mr. Julius Pohlman, starting with the 
hypothesis that the beds of the Giest 
Lakes were excavated by water in pre. 
glacial times, has sought for the river 
which washed out the castern end of 
Lake Erie. The discovery of the many 
large pre-glacial rivers, in Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, running into the lake-basin, 
explains well enough how the erosion i 
general has taken place * But the 
most easterly of these ancient watcr- 
courses yet discovered, the Alleghany, 
which ran northerly past Dunkirk, docs 
not account for the forty miles of lake- 
valley between that place and Bufta!o, 
and another pre-glacial river emptying 
into the lake-basin near Buffalo was 
necessary to complete the river system 
which occupied and excavated the va!- 
Jey of Lake Erie.” The maps of the 
Jake survey show that there are no in- 
dications of rocks on the shore of the 
lake between the sonthern hmit of the 
city of Buffalo and the Horseshoe Recf 
of the Niagara River, and that the land 
is low and level for some distance back. 


The northern and castern parts of the | 


city and the bed of Buffalo Creck are 
underlain by a reef of corniferons lime- 


stone, which gradually ascends toward | 


the north. 

Testings that have teen made dorinz 
the course of excavations for canals, ot 
the depth of this rockless land, show 
that no rock can be found at a less depth 
than eighty feet below the surface. 
This probable fact points to the bed, 
and indicates the depth of the ancient 
river which we are seeking for. That 
river could not go north or east, on ac- 
count of the outcropping corniferous 
limestone, but “it must have taken a 
westerly course throngh the soft shales 
of the Devonian epoch; and if we trace 
an imaginary line along the deepest por- 
tion of the eastern end of the lake from 
this ancient valley, in a direction a little 
southerly of west, we can connect our 
pre-glacial river with the ancient outlet 
of the river system of the Erie Valley 
opposite Dunkirk, and have a fair ex 
planation of the origin of the eastern 
eud of Lake Erie.”

Suppose the western edge of a cloud 


four hundred miles in diameter be ro- 
tating southeastward. This oige 
passes rapidly from a cold to a hot lati- 
tude. An ‘explosion’ upward is the 
result, probably creating 9 conical opene 
ing. into which the air pours, accommo 
dating itself to the opening and assume 
ing a ‘helical motion. This motion is 
often inconceivably rapid, sufficiently 
60 to create an intense decree of 
cold in the center, where the aig 
must condense. Hence. when the exe 
| eevee starts the upward flow and the 

elical motion begins, there is the ape 
pearance of a clond-column dropping to 
the earth. This column, it is claimed, 
must form out of the air in the center 
of the eddy. In reality nothing is lowe 
ered: everything r owing to the 
sudden enlargement of the cold air into 
hot air. The gist of this theory is that 
the tornado is an eddy on the s outhwest 
quadrant of a evelone. The Iowa or 
Kansas man, knowing where the creat 
storm-center is, knows that eddies are 
likely in a line from one pr fred tothree 
hundred miles southwest of that center. 
It is only where the storm-center passes 
by north of him that he can be hit. The 
sicnal service always reports the where- 
abouts of a storm-center, or ‘ares of 
lowest barometer.”’ Insurance and tore 
nado-pits are recommended as the only 
devices of any value in coping with this 
meteorological evil.”’—Curren/.

Hie Wae Pervonating Cotawaye With @

A very interesting letter from farther 
India has just been received by Liecut.- 
Governor Kk. A. Campbell, from his 
cousin, the Hon, J. F. Swift, of San 
Francisco, who was one of the com- 
missioners appointed by the President 
of the United States to make a treaty 
with China. Mr. Smith's letter is 
dated at Darjeeling, a rather out of the 
way place in Bengal, 370 miles north of 
Calcutta. It stunds on the borders of 
Nepal and Bootan, and is divided from 
Thibet by seven majestic ranges of the 
Himalayas. Mr. Swift says he writes 
“within sight of the high peaks of the 
Himalayas.” and he gives some account 
of the country, but the following episode 
of his stay in Calcutta, wherein a native 
of St. Louis figures, will be of more in- 
terest, and is quoted from the letter. 
He writes. 

“By the way, there is a circus com- 
pany playing here now, and one of its 
chief attractions consists of a son of the 
great Zulu Kine, Cetawayo.

When a thermometer is to be made, | 
the glass-blower first blows a bulb on 
the end of a long tube. While this tube .

Sunflowers Facing the San. 


While the fact that sunflowers turn 
their faces toward the sun in its course 
during the day isas old as our know- 
ledge of the plant, Iam not aware that 
they turn tothe east again after their 
obeisance to the setting sun. 

One evening during a short stay ata 
village in Colorado, in the summer of 
1581, I took a walk along the banks of a 
large irrigating ditch just as the sun was 
setting. The wild variety of //elianthus 
aids, Lin., grew abundantly there 
and I observed that the broad faces of 
allthe flowers were, as is usual in the 
clear sunset, turned tothe west. Ke- 
turning by the same path less than an 
hour afterward, and immediately after 
the daylight was gone, I found to my 
surprise, that much the greater part of 
those flowers had already turned their 
faces full to the east, in anticipation, as 
it were, of the sun’s rising. They had 
in that short time retraced the semi- 
circle in the traversing of which with 
the sun they had spent the whole day. 
Both day and night were cloudless, and 
apparently no unusual condition existed 
that wight have exceptionally affected 
the movements of the tlowers. 

Ta bt not that many persons, like 
myself, have supposed that sunflowers 
rewmain all night with their faces to the 
west, as they are when the sunlight 


leaves them, and until they are con- 
strained by the light of the rising sun 
to turn to the castagain. It is not my 
purpose to offer any explanation of the 
couse of the phenomenon here recorded, 
but it seemed to me ii pre bable that it 
ld have been an exceptional in-
